Louis W. Schneider, executive sec- 
retary of the American Friends Serv- 
ice Committee (Quakers), said his or- 
ganization had obtained 10,000 pages 
of files kept on the Friends by various 
government agencies, including the 
CIA, the FBI, the State Department, 
Internal Revenue Service and the

armed services. The files show a pat- 
tern of surveillance that included 
opening of mall between committee 
employes and persons in foreign counr 
tries, he said, 

Ethel Taylor, head of the Women’s 
Strike for Peace, which urges interna- 
tional disarmament, said her FBI files 
show she had been under surveillance 
since 1956. 

Chicago attorney Richard M. Gut- 
man, who represents 18 organizations 
that contend they were under surveil- 
lance during the 1968 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention and later, said all 
CIA covert operations in the United 

States and abroad should be prohib- 
it
